the possibility of a conflict with So­ 
viet interests which would draw tile 
communist government into the con­ 
troversy. 
The war commissar, who directs the 
Russian arm y of some 600,000 men or 
more, spoke candidly. Referring to a 
statem ent in the Moscow press quot­ 
ing United Stance Congressman Fred 
A. B ritten a* charging the Movie* wtih 
mobilizing of great land, naval and 
air forces near Manchuria, Voroshilov 
denounced tho charge as "Inciting ami 
brazen." He characterised B ritten ar 
"a political bandit.” 
"There is nothing like a movement 
of troop* in the vicinity of Manchu 
Ila,” the w ar commissar said. "The 
Soviets have never helped nor are they 
helping the Chinese or Japanese in 
M anchuria.

Important strategic positions east of 
lpuchih were taken by the Japanese 
after a terrific attack on the left wing 
of the Chinese, stationed along the 
Nonnl river. They turned their neat 
offensive on the northwest position of 
the Chinese and heavy fighting ensued. 
Two Japanese companies attacking 
the left wing reached the line of Chi­ 
nese defenses at IO a. rn., but encoun­ 
tered a strong force of 3,000 Heilung­ 
kiang troops.

will be needed for breakfast. W hen a ; 
cereal has been cooked for four per­ 
sons and only three w ant that par­ 
ticular breakfast porridge, the fourth j 
portion m ust be taken care of in some 
fashion in order to avoid waste. 
If a large amount is left, it can be 
molded, sliced and fried for luncheon 
or breakfast the next morning. A small 
am ount, even as little as half a cup. 
can be used in a pudding. 
Cereal puddings usually have much i 
food value and should follow a light

with the grain of the cereal furnish 
m any colories of energy and fuel. If 
the m eat course is light these calories 
will be needed to m aintain an ade­ 
quate diet. 
N aturally, 
the 
lindy 
milled 
and 
lightly parched cereals m ake more 
delicate puddings than the w holegrain 
and well parched cereals. However, al­ 
most any kind of grain and condition 
of milling th a t is found in the ordi­ 
n ary to-bc-cookcd breakfast cereal can 
be used to good advantage in a p ud­ 
ding. 
Cereal loaves suggest another possi­ 
bility for the use of leftover cereal. 
N uts and chopped vegetables can be 
used alone or in combination with a 
porridge. Milk is used for moisture 
and eggs to bind the whole, much as 
in a m eat loaf. 
Croquettes can be made, using equal 
p arts of chopped meat and cooked ce­ 
real. Mix m eat and cereal thoroughly, 
adding milk and egg if necessary to 
m ake m ixture hold together. Shape 
roll in crumbs, dip in slightly beaten 
egg, roll again in crum bs and fry in 
deep hot fat.

A nother excellent cereal com bina­ 
tion is cereal and cheese. Molded in 
a shallow plan, the cereal is cut in 
squares 
and sprinkled 
with 
grated 
cheese w hen cool. These squares arc j 
arranged in a buttered baking dish 
and baked in a moderately hot oven 
until the cheese is melted. Cornmeal 
or a w heat cereal is particularly good 
prepared this way. 
Cooked cereal can also be added to 
the batter for griddle cakes. One cup 
cold cooked cereal is added to I cup 
flour, 3-4 teaspoon soda, I Vt cups sour 
milk, I egg, and I tablespoon melted 
butter.
